Scriptures haue regiltred for our warning and 
terrour. For higher degrees of iniuſtice, records 
are plentitull : few tainted with that finne have 
died the common death of men, or beene viſued with 
the common wViſutation of all men. Of Pilate write

death Chriſt in his members. Bur remember, 
1, that in injuſtice as in other ſinnes, the downfall

(clues in euill, know no ſtay till they come to ex- 
cremities. 2. Belides, where the tat 15 nor ſo] 
foulc initlelfe, circumſtances may makethe iniu- 
ſticeas damnable in vs. Theſe are examples of! 
Gods immediate executions : there are others 


The * Romane lawes of the twelue Tables ap- 
pointed death for that Iudge that ſhould be con- 
uicted to haue peruerted iuſtice for money : ac- 
cording thereto were their executions, tull ſuch 
time as corruption growing into great perſona- 
ges, they mitigated the ſeueritie, and exchanged 
it tor baniſhment and confiſcation of goods. 
* Cambyſes King of Perſia, bauing derteRted the 
corruption of a Iudge in his kingdome, com- 
mands him to bee pur rodeath, his skinne to bee 
pluckt off, and ſpreadvpon the iudgement ſeat 
as & carpet or hangings, his ſonne to tit in the fa- 
thers T arone ſo adorned, that he and al poſteritic 
might feare for euer to pervert iuftice, and to 
deale vntruly in iudgement. 

My Lords, oftheſe whether immediate or me- 
diate iudgementsot God, thus thinke as Paul ad- 
uiſeth : ® T hey happened to them as enſamples,and are 
written for your warning, to make you cautionate 
how yee fall by exampleof like iniuſtice. I ſay as |*
